Concerning nilitary collaboration. tha recruiting of 
▼oluntoora fron tha 7 >000 Ramadan prisoners soda to data* 
was discussed. Tha selection was not to bo made by tha 
Germans but by aona apaolal truatad saa representing Hurls 
Siam. Tha escort and transport by rail w.iuld ba aooooplisbed 
by Any Group South. As a rula t transport would run through 
tha S3 replacement oaenand in Tlazsna to tha Doellerebeim 
Caop. Enoeptlans would bo oada In tha eras# of Rumanian 
prisoners who volunteered for eooutlng aotloa at tha front, 
for sabotage and for tha reporting of information. Theae nan 
would, reoain at tha disposal of tha Any Group. 

Biria, SSm. draw attention to tbs 3*000 fhmnlan prisoaors la 
Hungarian oanyq. Thaaa prisoners wwrw to bo soixod and tha per- 
aissioa of tha Hungarians to bo procured through tha Legation or 
tha foreign Office. It was expected tint the Hungarians would 
grant this permission. 

Horia Sim reported further on the information ha had raoaired 
of efforts that had bean oada by tha Caanander-ln-Chlef of the 
4th Ri—anlsn Any, General Avramaacu. to establish contact with 
national Ruaaalan olrolaa in Qermaxy. These feelers* which 
General Avrwmeeou had put out previously to his own defense dele- 
gates* as well as tha information received by Horia -Sima fron a 
woman legionnaire, had been confirmed through Lieutenant Prince 
Sturdsa* san-ln-law and adainlstretlve offloer of Oenerml 
Avrvaesou. The Os— ader-ln*Chlaf of tha Any Oroup had given 
order* that all posslhl* measures should ba tataan to support 
Oanaral Avrsmaso u la this pro jaotad undertaking* and hie attempts 
to gat through to the Oexmaa lines with his family on l Vovamber 
1M4. Corresponding preparations were being made. Tha eaetlng
